Each year the price has-been rising. 
It is partly the old law of supply and 
demand. But there are other, and 
extremely important, factors involved — 
such as the whereabouts of the lob- 
sters, the number of boats and lobster- 
men searching for them, the always pre- 
sent weather factor — and foreign com- 
petition. 

What it all adds up to is: If you want 
lobsters (and who doesn’t?) you will pay 
for them. 

Some say there is getting to be a 
real shortage of lobsters. Others argue 
that it isn’t so, that it’s just harder to 
find them. If you are a visitor, you don’t 
care what the arguments are as long as’ 
you can buy them — in restaurants or 
at fish markets. 

But in any case you cannot fail to 
notice that lobster on the menu is usu- 
ally marked ‘Price subject to change,” 
“When available,’’ ‘‘If available,’’ or 
some such tacit reminder about its 
increasing rarity. 

These statements are quite serious 
and are based on a background of local 
and regional information generally 
unobserved beyond the immediate sea- 
port areas. 

Of this information, much appears 
in the local press from time to time. It’s 
usually in the late spring and it -some- 
times makes ripples as far off as the 
Nation’s Capitol. 

In the local fish markets, lobsters — 
always fully alive, for one never never 
cooks a lobster that isn’t alive when he 
enters the pot or broiler — are sold by 
weight with the top price-per-pound for 
those delectable one-person servings — 
the pound and a quarter size. The 
prices drop somewhat the bigger the 
lobster — up to the six-pound ones. 
From that size upward the price is the 
minimum. 

Why? Because the single, table-size 
serving lobster, the most in demand, 
presents the greatest challenge for the 
lobsterman. The largest are not sold as 
much. But wiser eaters will buy them as 
much as restaurants. They provide far 
more meat in larger chunks and, 
despite tales to the contrary, are just as 
tender and every bit as delicious. 

Consider what goes into providing 
that wonderful meal you'll remember 
long after you’ve returned from your 
vacation. 


Lobsters live on the bottom of the 
sea. They inhabit the coastal shorelines 
— close in and fairly far at sea — feed- 
ing along the bottoms. They are vora- 
cious eaters. Baited traps, or pots as 
they’re often called, are the method of 
catching our Homarus americanus. 
You've all seen these large, wood- 
slatted, cage-like affairs along New Eng- 
land waterfronts. Manufactured by 
specialists, they cost around $16 to $20 
each and a ‘‘newcomer’’ — a metal 
framed one — with all gear runs around 


$50. 
A_ professional lobsterman _ fre- 


quently has thousands of dollars 
invested in this gear. He may own 100 
to 800 pots which he sets out in the 
ocean, each with a singularly identifi- 
able buoy attached that says those are 
his alone. Every lobsterman has his own 
coloring and uniquely marked buoys. 

He owns a boat costing probably at 
least $8,000 and usually closer to 
$20,000. It has to be kept in top condi- 
tion. He has a crew to pay, and fuel and 
food and supplies to buy for each trip. 
He has to go to sea every day or so and 
pull up each pot, examine the lobsters 
in them, turn back the undersized ones 
and keep the ‘‘keepers” in a circulating 
sea water tank — keep them alive and 
frisky until he gets them to port where 
they are kept just as frisky in sea water 
tanks until they are sold and cooked. 

Consider his risks, too. One big 
ocean storm can rip up and cast away 
hundreds of pots. A change in habits of 
the lobsters, ever seeking food, may 
cause them to move off and he may 
only find one, sometimes one for every 
three pots, that he can legally bring to 
market. Despite his carefully marked 
buoys, a vessel moving through heavy 
fog may drag through them and his 
lines and unknowingly destroy numbers 
of them. 

Most fishermen, however, are 
aware of where their lobstermen have 
their pots set out and they do their best 
to avoid that catastrophe. But there is 
one kind of fishing vessel that has not 
always been so considerate. These are 
the so-called foreign fleets, often num- 
bering in the hundreds. They fish in the 
deep ocean well beyond the jurisdiction 
of our nation. 

They probably never would have 
entered the picture of lobster market-

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ing, lobster prices and ever-changeable 
menu-marking had not enterprising 
Yankee lobstermen made a unique dis- 
covery just a few years ago in about 
1969. 

As lobsters came into short supply 
along the traditional shorelines, it was 
found that an untapped source lay on 
the continental shelf as much as 150 
miles at sea. At first the discovery — 
generally attributed to a Gloucester area 
lobsterman — was fairly secret. But, 
loosely-kept, it was soon the property 
of anyone with a vessel big enough to 
make that long trip. The rewards were 
graphic — boats returned from a three- 
day trip with upwards of 5,000 pounds 
of big lobsters. 

Then next year, the unexpected 
happened. Vast fleets of foreign fishing 
vessels accustomed to dragging the 
ocean’s depths for their catches began 
to cut into and through the New Eng- 
land lobstermen’s investments. 
Sometimes as much as $4,000 to $8,000 
in gear was lost not to mention the lob- 
sters in those pots cast adrift in the 
great depths of the ocean. 

The New Englander cried for help 
— to his senators and representatives, 
to his governors, to anyone who'd lis- 
ten. The great outcry went clean to the 
State Department and to the floors of 
Congress. Many proposals were 
offered. None was completely success- 
ful for a variety of reasons, not the least 
of which were that our nation could do 
little about what happened on the high 
seas and international diplomacy was 
involved. 

The Coast Guard, however, did its 
best to help, and the foreign boats pro- 
mised to cooperate and not rush into 
known locations that meant prosperity, 
or bankruptcy, for lobstermen. Indeed 
it came that close to disaster, for many 
lost their investments and found it dif- 
ficult to refinance. 

Today, the situation is somewhat 
better. The lobstermen have gotten 
established again and they are finding 
the delicacy that has made New England 
famous, though not in any greatly 
increased numbers. Lobsters are pre- 
sent in the stores and fish markets; they 
are on the menus. 

But the price upward has become a 
fact of life. It may appear somewhat 


stable now and, if catches continue 
good, may even decline a bit occasion- 
ally. The law of supply and demand is 
always there. The old and new risks for 
the lobstermen are always there — sub- 
tle and unseen to the gourmet vacation- 
ist but very real for the fishermen. 
Meanwhile, scientists are continu- 
ally striving for a solution — studying 
the life and habits of this delicacy, his 
travels and whereabouts. They hope, 
some day, to raise him in captivity 


under ideal circumstances that will 
increase his numbers. Not, as many 
years ago, to where the price was 50 
cents a pound at the dock, but to insure 
we'll always have one of the world’s 
greatest feasts. 

When you buy lobster, be glad you 
can buy it. Eat all the edible parts. Savor 
fully the flavor of our Homarus 
americanus. It’s the caviar of the west- 
ern world, the filet mignon of the Atlan- 
tic.

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‘Lady in the Dark.” Following her hus- 
band’s fatal heart attack in 1961, Mrs. 
Hart was inactive for a time and then 
returned to her professional life. During 
the past five years, she has made 500 
appearances across the country as a lec- 
turer, in addition to her activities as a 
TV panelist and singing star. It was in 
part as a lecturer that she came into 
contact with many women’s groups and 
began to intensify her interest in 
women’s activities. Governor Rockefel- 
ler appointed her chairman of a 
statewide conference on women in May 
1966. As chairman, she made a Six- 
month study of conference suggestions. 
Results of the study were presented 
January 1, 1967, in the Carlisle Report. 
The report, along with the report of 
Mrs. Oswald Lord’s Committee on the 
Education and Employment of Women 
(1964), recommended the creation of a 
special women’s unit for representation 
and action on the executive level. She 
is active on the Board of Overseers’ 
Visiting Committee for the Visual and 
Performing Arts and Music Board of 
Harvard University. She is a member of 
the Cosmopolitan Club of New York 


City. She is vice-chairman of the New 
York State Council on the Arts. Miss 
Carlisle was last seen at The Playhouse 
in 1971 in “Light Up The Sky.”

The Curtain Has Been Raised... 


The restaurant world, just like the 
world of theatre, is subject to change. 
Each season the curtain is raised on new 
performances, while, alas, many long- 
run hits shut their doors. 

The latter sometimes are restaged, 
recostumed and open again under new 
names with new directors and _ pro- 
ducers. Let’s review some of the better 
openings of the past few seasons. 

The “oldest inn of the Cape” took 
on a new producer-director last year. 
Shane Peros has done a superb job of 
revitalizing the Old Yarmouth Inn in 
Yarmouth Port which had foundered for 
awhile. The scenery has changed some- 
what and the food is really splendid. A 
wonderful salad bar features some deli- 
cious attractions besides just salads — 
marinated mushrooms, for instance, or 
pickled beets. The price of the ticket is 
most reasonable. 

Bacon Farm Inn in Barnstable has 
new behind scenes producers. After 
several years of instability, it looks as if 
the Arbuthnot family has firmly taken 
over the show. The program features 
seafood, and daily early-bird specials 
are available, a boon for show-goers. 
The setting of this old place includes a 
very lovely distant water view. 

The Neptune Room at Hyannis Air- 
port took on a new showman, Dino 
Garvani, now in his second season. And 
it is indeed a show which he puts on at 
dinner. . . the delicious prime ribs 
carved beside your table . . . the excel- 
lent mandarin duckling dramatically 
flamed at tableside. Dino carries on the 
tradition of Bernard Bookstein in good 
style. The menu is the same as it has 
been, and the delicious cheese spread 
accompanying the drinks and the great 
marinated mushrooms are marvelous 
between-acts extras. 

The Stageway in Dennis is also 
worthy of mention. Under the guidance 
of Mel Miragliotta, many acts have been 
revised. The salad course is particularly

outstanding. The lobster tail-steak spe- 
cial brings together a well-loved duo at 
a reasonable tab. Mel has definitely 
upgraded the whole show here, one 
which lasts year round. 

Other openings in 1972 include the 
Wellfleet Oyster House which has taken 
over the setting of the former Golden 
Clove, adding a few more feet to its 
stage and an outside dining patio. Tony 
Castelo, formerly behind the scenes at 
the famous Whytes in New York, now 
directs the action. The show is mainly 
concerned with seafood and curries, 
the biggest attraction being the delicate 
broiled oysters in celery sauce. A few 
snags had to be ironed out last year, but 
now the performance is more polished. 

In Orleans, the Olde Inn, under the 
direction of Richard Harris is putting 
forth a big effort to fill his completely 
renovated house. His kitchen director 
does a superb job and not only is the 
food delicious, but the price is right. 
The setting is an old inn that has under- 
gone many face lifts, formerly known as 
the Southward Inn. I’m not sure 
whether the main feature is found in 
the dining room or later in the Rafter 
Lounge offering Dick’s own style of 
entertaining and some glorious Cape 
Cod slides projected on a huge screen. 

Also in Orleans, Pate’s Cleaver has 
polished up the show . . . the scenery 
has improved tremendously, the cast is 
doing a better job and a larger menu 
with a greater variety of charcoal broiled 
dishes has brought it into line with the 
other of Pate’s fine restaurants. 

The Inn of 1716 threw open its 
doors early last summer in Barnstable. 
After rather poor reviews at the begin- 
ning, the direction was changed and the 
public has responded accordingly. The 
show is on the French side, and the 
musical accompaniment is delightful. 

Mari-Jean’s in Hyannis is fairly new 
to the scene. While the name suggests 
a snack bar or tea room, it is neither. 
The Berniers put on a very good perfor- 
mance and one finds some great star- 
ring attractions ... the paella, for 
instance. The ticket is quite reasonable, 
too, but the seating was uncomfortably 
close and one felt that the whole show 
tended to be a bit rushed, although 
some changes have been made since | 
was there. 


It's always nice to save the best till 
last, and here is one opening that gets 
a rave review. 

In our opinion it is the best new 
spot to open in many years. Dino’s (in 
Lewis Bay Lodge in Hyannis) is now in 
its second season. Dino Phillipis gives 
all the cues here and his actors are well 
schooled. The scenery is eye-catching 
with its red, white and black color 
scheme (great red polka-dot table- 
cloths). The props, such as oversize 
wine glasses, are most effective. The 
acts themselves . . . they couldn’t be 
better, all done with Continental flavor 
and well satisfying to all the senses. 
Dino’s is open through the fall and we 
hope his performance will be long run. 
This year, not reviewed at press time, 
Dino has opened his 213 Room also in 
Hyannis. 

Finally, among restaurants that have 
new producers this year (previously 
among the best attractions on Cape 
Cod) are the Wequassett Inn in East 
Harwich, the Provincetown Inn in 
Provincetown, Trade Winds Inn in 
Craigville (new chef) and Inn of the 
Golden Ox in Brewster.
